Ciriaco Lomiho, 29, Filipino, 
is in the county jail at San 
Bernardino charged: with mut- 
der of Andrew Barleta, Fili- 
pino student, whose decompos- 
ed body was found in San An- 
tonio wash, near San Antonio 
park, last week. 

Sheriff Walter A. Shay ar- 
rested the accused man at Sa- 
linas Saturday, five days after 
finding the finding of the body. 

When the body. was identi- 
fied Thursday as that of Bar- 
leta by Mr. and Mrs. Manuel 
Logan of Santa Barbara, close 
friends of the slain man, Sher- 
iff Shay and Deputy Duffy left 
for Santa Barbara. There he 
learned that Lomiho, who had 
‘been released on suspicion’ at 
Santa Barbara last November 


but later released when no con- 
clusive evidence could be 
found, had gone north. He 


found Lomiho at Salinas. 

Lomiho and Barleta are said 
to have left Santa Barbara to- 
gether November 15, 1924, af- 
ter Barleta had drawn 800 
from a bank in that city.. 
Shortly afterwards Lomiho re- 
turned alome with a note pur- 
ported to have been written 
by Barléta, stating that Bar- 
leta had borrowed money from 
Lomiho to return to the Phil- 
ippines and requesting that 
his estate be turned over to 
Lomiho. 

Suspicions of the authorities 
were aroused and Sheriff Jas. 
Ross of Santa Barbara arrest- 
ed Lomiho, but later released 
him when no definite evidence 
was found. Nothing more was 
done on the case until the 
body was found near here. 

.Gold teeth of the dead man, 
a .22-ealibre automatic, a 
small book found in the pocket 
and marks on his clothing were 
¢lues from which the officers 
identified the body and secur- 
ed evidence pointing to Lomi- 
ho as the murderer. 

Sheriff Shay and other offi- 
cers working on the ease have 
established a new record in ar- 
resting the aceused five days 
after finding the body, 142 
miles from where the mur.er- 
ed man was known.

A Life Thrown Away 


(Columbus Evening Dispatch) 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook last week gave up 
his fight against his recent conviction of fraud 
in the federal courts, and was taken from Ft. 
Worth to the federal penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth, to begin the serving of a fourteen- 
year sentence. Such is the depth to whieh 
this strangely constituted man has fallen. 

Through his own subsequent misdeeds, most 
people have forgotten thet Dr. Cook, in the 
winter of 1897-98, made a brilliant and wholly 
honorable record as surgeon to the Belgian 
Antaretie expedition, under the leadership of 
Commander Adrian de Gerlache. Under the 
most trying cireumstances, with heavy respon- 
sibilities thrown upon him, he made himself 
beloved and respected by all. When the erew 
was attacked by seurvy, we are told in an ac- 
count of the trip eontained in Amundsen’s 
volume on ‘‘the South Pole’? that Cook was 
the most popular man of the expedition, and 
that he deserved his popularity. ‘From 
morning to night he was oceupied with his 
many patients, and when the sun returned it 
happened not infrequently that, after a 
strenuous day's work, the doctor sacrificed his 
night’s sleep to go hunting seals and pen 
guins, in order to provide the fresh meat that 
was so greatly needed by all.’’ 

Such, at that time, was the man who eight 
Years later gave to the world his false claim 
to have reacehd the top of Mt. MeKinley, and 
still later startled the worll with his easily 
disproved tale of having reached the North 
Pote. Exposed and discredited with all but 
a few unreasoning adherents, he dropped ont 
of the ranks of explorers, and was all but for- 
gotten when he appeared in the news columns 
again as indicted for using the mails ¢o de- 
fraud, in the sale of worthless oil stocks, Tt 
is a sad case of genuine ability and opportu- 
nity thrown away.

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Alaskan Progress 
(Los Angeles Times) 

Alaska figures prominently among those 
sections of the United States mentioned in the 
recent report of the Federal Departmen of 
Commerce as not having suffered trade losses 
during the past year, but as having enjoyed 
commercial and industrial expansion. For 
any part of the eountry to have held its own 
in that period is considered by statisticians as 
a good record, but, like Southern California, 
the Territory of Alaska has progressed in a= 
very satisfactory way and its prospects are 
bright for the present year. 

The faith felt by our government in the fu- 
ture of Alaska when it paid the Russian gov- 
ernment $7,200,000 for that province fifty- 
eight vears ago in a deal ealled by some crit- 
ies ‘‘Seward’s folly,’’ beeause of the reported 
barrenness of the country, was fully justified 
by the discoveries of gold which have been 
followed by the production of $320,000,000 
of that precious metal along with copper, 
eoal and other minerals of enormous value, 
the whole yield being, all told, nearly $500,- 
000,000. This faith had new demonstration in 
1914, when Congress authorized the building 
railroad exceed 1000 miles in 
length, of which about 500 miles are now in 
operation. The cost of this railroad, at war- 
times prices, exceeded $56,000,000. Like most 
government investments of this order, the 
road has not proved a financial suecess, the 
deficit during the eight years of its operation 
being about $8,000,000, but the main line and 
eoal-road branches have been of tremendous 
servite ‘in developing new and marvelously 
rich territory. The eoal bedsgalone will in 
time warrant the expenditure, for they are 
enormous, and the steaming value of the prod- 
uet, as fully tested by the United States Navy, 
has been found equal to that of the famous 
Poeahontas mines. 

Oil of high grade is found in various parts 
of Alaska and has been developed to a satis- 
factory extent in the Katalla field, on Con- 
troller Bay. The fuel supply, however. prob- 
ably will be limited to coal during the next 
few years, and it is estimated that $1,000,000 
worth of the mineral Witt tbe produoad an- 
nually at the present rate of development. 

One does not naturally think of Alaska as 
an agricultural country, as its are 
short and the frigidity of the winter climate 
in the interior is truly Aretie. But on the 
coast, owing to the Japanese current, the cold 
is not so severe as in many of our northern 
states, the thermometer rarely falling below 
zero in Southern Alaska, with a maximum of 
about 80 degrees in summer. Rain is_abun- 
dant. The hours of sunlight in summer are 
long, ranging up to twenty-three a day. In 
that season the inhabitants hardly know when 
to go to bed. It is easy for the farmer to 
make hay while the sun shines when the night 
is only two or three hours long. All the har- 
dier vegetables and cereals except corn thrive 
there. In the country tributary to the govern- 
ment railroad there are over 1.000.000 acres 
suitable for farming without costly drain- 
age, and about 65,000,000 for grazing. There 
are at present about 7000 aeres under culti- 
vation. 

The reindeer herd introduced by the govern- 
ment from Lapland in 1892 has grown from 
1200 to over 300,000, despite the fact that kill- 
ing has been going on steadily and that last 
year about 200,000 pounds of reindeer meat 
was exported. :

President Coolidge’s Practical 
Economies 


(Christian Science Monitor) 

Evidently in the thought of President Cool- 
idge there has been evolved a revision of the 
familiar adage, ‘““In time of peace prepare for 
war,’’ the new rendering being, ‘‘In time of 
peace prepare for peace.’’ Peace is, indeed, 
the normal condition to be considered. It is 
in its continued periods of peaceful activity 
that every progressive nation or government 
realizes its true progress.” The spoils of war 
are never sufficient to pay the terrible cost 
entailed. The fruits of strife, even when it 
ends in conquest, are bitter and distasteful. 

While the President is aware that the Unit- 
ed States Government has not been alle to 
rid itself of all its war-time activities, he is 
convineed that in almost every department in 
Washington there remains those who have 
been engaged to perform services which are 
no longer required. He has set about it to 
make it clear to his own immediate subordi- 
nates that unless they maintain a constant 
snpervision and check upon their business, it 
will run to seed and they will have appoin- 
tees trying to function where the reasons for 
their functioning no longer exist. 

In this connection Mr. Coolidge is said to 
have cited an illustration to emphasize the 
point he sought to impress. He recalled the 
ease of a scutincl pestcd in the gardens of one 
of the European emperors many years ago. 
This vigil was maintained constantly until 
some inquisitive person inquired why there 
was a sentinel assigned to a position where 
there seemed absolutely nothing for him to 
guard. The fact was disclosed that more than 
a century previous to that time there had been 
a rose bush in the garden with an unusually 
beautiful bloom which the Empress wished to 
protect. Consequently a sentinel was posted 
at the spot, and there he and his successors 
continued to stand for years after the bloom, 
and even the bush itself, had disappeared. 

A recent bulletin issued by the~Civil Ser- 
viee Commission discloses the fact that during 
last month 2318 Government elerks were dis- 
missed in Washington, and that assurances 
were given at the White House that the weed- 
ing-out process was to continue. It is ex- 
plained that while the President is hopeful 
that the Government re-organization bill 
which failed of passage at the last session of 
Congress will be enaeted at the forthcoming 
session, he is determined to make a practical 
application of his economy plans by insisting 
upon a thorough ehecking-up process in every 
federal department. 

It is certain that this undertaking will be 
popularly approved. The tendency in recent 
years, it is believed, has been to increase un- 
necessarily the departmental personnel. The 
War emergency no doubt made necessary the 
appointment of thousands of temporary em- 
ployees. No one seriously questioned the ex- 
penditure of the publie revenue in providing 
every facility which those in authority deemed 
necessary. But the people have long felt that 
the emergeney no longer existed. Conse- 
quently they have been inelined to criticize a 
policy which seemed to perpetuate what they 
regarded as an extravagance. 

Logically there ean be no appreciable re- 
duetion in federal taxes without the practice 
of reasonable administrative economies. Those 
who have been influential in providing and 
obtaining places for the beneficiavies cf * 2 
Government’s bounty ean hardly be expected 
to be the first to insist upon their dismissal. 
Economies are seldom practiced automatically. 
Expenditures imerease by that method, but 
eurtailment is always a slow and sometimes a 
painful process. It is so in the experience of 
individuals. Naturally it is so in national af- 
fairs. 
the application of heroic methods, dictated, 
one is inclined to believe, by what the Presi- 
dent himself would call common sense.

To Be Symbolic of a Permanent Union —Structure Contemplated for 
More Than Three-Quarters of a Century — It Will Connect the 
Lincoln Memorial With the Old Lee Mansion at Arlington. 


HE Civil War was not brought 
to an end by the surrender of 
General Lee at Appomattox. 
It terminated on the twenty- 
sixth day of April—exactly sixty 
years ago—when Sherman received 
the surrender of Johnston’s army. 

There were a few minor engage- 
ments after that in Texas and else- 
where, but the war was over. 

Ten years before the outbreak of 
strife between the sections, Andrew 
Jackson, then President, suggested 
the building of a magnificent bridge 
across the Potomac, to express the 
conception of a perma“ent union 
between the North and the South. 
Construction of that bridge is now 
at last to be begun under author- 
ization by Congress. 

Daniel Webster, in an address 
delivered on the fourth of July, 
1851, referred to Jackson as the 
author of the idea, the object-in 
view being “to span the Potomac 
with arches of ever-enduring gran- 
ite, symbolical of a firmly-estab- 
lished Union.” 

The bridge .will cross the Poto- 
mac from the Lincoln Memorial to- 
ward the national cemetery at Ar- 
Nngton. As originally planned, it 
was to have been built further up 
the river: but, three years ago, de- 
Cigion was-made that it should be 
consiructed on a line joining the 
Lincoln Memorial to the Lee mah- 
sion at Arlington, which stands on 
what are now the grounds of the 
soldiers’ cemetery.

The road that crosses the island 
and hops over the narrow water- 
space will part in a fork to climb 
the hill on which the Lee mansion 
stands, and to reach a contem- 
plated memorial gateway at the 
main entrance to the great soldiers’ 
cemetery. 

It is to be a low-level bridge of 
nine spans, with a draw span in 
the center (a steel arch that can be 
lifted to enable vessels to pass up 
and down the river), flanked at 
each side by four masonry spans. 
The profile of the structure will be 
exceedingly graceful. Its total 
length between the entrance 
“pylons” will be 2188 feet; its 
width will be ninety feet in the 
clear, allowing for a roadway sixty 
feet wide between curbs, bordered | 
by sidewalks fifteen feet in width.

The bridge will be made as low 
as possible, consistently with sound 
engineering, in order that it may 
not interfere with the view of the 
Lincoln Memorial as seen from 
Columbia Island. Of. its nine seg- 
mental arches, the center span will 
be 184 feet long, the length of the 
other spans decreasing each way 
toward the shores to 166 feet for 
the arches at the ends. 

Its architecture will be as simple 
and severe as possible, the struc- 
ture depending for its beauty main- 
ly upon the perfection of its pro- 
portions and its adornment with 
significant pleces of sculpture. 

The Washington end will have 
two pylons (pillared entrances), lo- 
cated about 600 feet from the 
Lincoln Memorial. There will be 
similar pylons at the other end, 
and also at the Virginia entrance to 
the bridge road. The square pll- 
lars, forty feet high, will be adorned 
on their sides with sculptured 
groups in relief and appropriate in- 
scriptions, and will be surmounted 
by American eagles. 

Sculptural Art Works 

These sculptures will be designed 
to express In varied ways a recog-

Pairs of colossal figures along 
the bridge will represent symbolic- 
ally the outcome of that harmoni- 
ous Union, the product of the en- 
ergies of the entire country as ex- 
pressed in the arts of peace—in- 
ventions, achievements of science 
and art, etc., particularly in rela- 
tion to our history. In the view of 
the architect, the sculptures will 
“vitalize’ the entire conception 
which the design of the structure 
embodies, rendering it intelligible. 

The center arch will be a dcuble- 
leaf bascule, this contrivance for a 
“draw” being adopted because it 
will interrupt in least possible de- 
| gree the architectural unity of the 
i bridge. The necessity of introduc- 
ling a steel arch in a monumental

It will, however, descend 
to the Virginia shore a short dis- 
tance to the north, cross a short 
bridge of its own to Columbla Is- 
land, and by that route gain access 
to the Memorial Bridge and Wash- 
ington.

The contemplated bridge has 
many features which, taken togeth- 
er, will make it the greatest me- 
morial project undertaken by any 
nation in recent times.

The mule is an invention born of 
necessity. In floating with the cur- 
rent the mussel boat is impeded 
by the tendency of the hooks to 
catch jin the river bottom and to act 
as anchors. To prevent stopping 
the progress of his craft the fisher- 
man provides additional power, 
furnished by the current. This is 
achieved by lowering the mule into 
the river at the stern. The broad 
surface of the mule is made of 
canvas, tarpaulin or similar heavy 
cioth. Lowered into position and 
with its surface at right angles to 
the current, the “sail forces the 
fishing outfit down stream as readi- 
ly as an overhead sail carries a 
yacht or schooner. 

The boat of the mussel fisher- 
man is flat-bottomed and primitive, 
but highly efficient regardless of its 
crude appearance. The only equip- 
ment encouraged is that actually 
required for fishing operations. 


In making a “haul” the boat 
‘drifts for perhaps a hundred 
|yards, with hooks dragging in 


readiness for the unsuspecting 
mussels on the river bed of the 
river. When one bar is raised an- 
other is dropped into the stream 
and the fishing process ts repeated 
until the bed has been thoroughly 
worked. In this way the bottom 

Other implements used in mussel 
fishing are tongs, forks, rakes and 
dredges;~each of these having its 
advantages for varying conditions 
of bottoms and currents. 

How Buttons Are Made 


In preparing the shelis for the 


; factories the first step is the re- 


moval of the soft portions of the 
fish. This is accomplished by a 
cooking process, conducted in large 
vats on shore. The application of 
heat, by means of water or steam, 
makes it possible to rid the sheils 
of the meat with little difficulty. 
In this process the fishermen find 
an occasiona! pear! of real value, 
and keen watch is kept for these 
precious stones. 

The shells go to the factories. 
In the early stages of the tndustry 
the button making was largely ac- 
ccmplished by means of hand ma- 
chinery, in which the shells were 
held against revolving saws while 
the pieces to he used for buttons 
were cut out. The pieces are called 
“blanks.” Finishing of these blanks 
was largely a matter of operations 
by hand and simple machines. 

Today the machinery of a button 
factory is highly perfected. It {is 
not too much to say that the de- 
velopment of the industry was act- 
ually brought about by the intro- 
duction of automatic machinery.

URGE FARMERS 
T0 GO-OPERATE 


' Following the meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the state-wide farm 
organizations: in San Francisco, 
April 30th, as a sequel to the 
‘activities during the past session 
















prepared and issued pointing out 
to the farmer members of the or- 
ganizations the harmonious work- 
ing relationship which existed 
throughout. The charge has fre- 
quently been made that farmers 
could not stick together, and the 
following statement was issued, 
signed by the presidents of each 
of the organizations, including the 
California Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, the California State Grange, 
the California Farmers’ Education- 
al and Co-Operative Union, and 
the Agricultural Legislative Com- 
mittee ‘to correct this erroneous 
pe The complete state- 
ment is as follows: 





To the Members of the <Agricul- 
tural Organizations of California 
—Greetings: 


When the 46th, session of the 
California Legislature closed at 
the end of last week, the organiz- 
ed farming interests of this state 
had secured the enactment of leg- 
islation affecting a greater num- 
ber of phases of agricultural in- 
dustry than ever before. 

A few of the measures advocat 
ed by, the farmers in “the major 
portion of their program met de- 
feat. It, was, however, almost uni- 
versally conceded, even by the 
opponents of the measures lost, 
that they were fundamentally 
sound politically and economical- 
ly, their justice could not be ques- 
tioned and their necessity so urg- 
ent that sooner or later, regard- 
less of expediency, they must be 
favorably considered. Neverthe- 
less the relatively small number 
of proposed enactments which the 
farm organizations actively pro- 
moted for the oconomi¢ relief of 
agriculture carried with them such 
a far-reaching influence toward 
the welfare and stability of the 
industry that the results of our 
efforts on the whole were extreme- 
ly gratifying. 

More phenomenally noteworthy 
even than the large measure of 
success which resulted from our 
efforts was the splendid co-opera- 
tion of the statewide farm organ- 
izations and their representatives 
in this fight before the legislature. 
It ought to be a most thorough 
demonstration of the necessity for 
active and sympathetic coopera- 
tion on the part of the officers 
and members of our statewide 
farm organizations and the re- 
sults which are possible of 
achievement when such whole- 
hearted cooperation exists. 

This statement is being broad- 
casted over the State of California 
in the hope that any petty, differ- 
ences or desires for personal ad- 
vancement may be entirely oblit- 
erated from the future activities 
of each and all of our farm or- 
ganizations. Solidly united we 
can perform a great and enduring 
service for the farming industry 
of our state. 

Therefore, we, the officers of

GERTRUDE SPIERS RADER 





Gertrude Spiers was born and 
raised in a small town in Kansas. 
Her father and mother, a young 
physician and his courageous wife, 
had settled in a newly formed 
community and helped to mould 
the destiny of the Sunflower state. 
In a locality where wealth was 
unknown, Dr, Spiers, one of the 
few educated men, became natur- 
ally a leader, and the Spiers chil- 
dren inherited both the courage 
of the pioneer and the assurance 
of leadership. 


Dr. and Mrs. Spiers, although 
not wealthy, helped and encour- 
aged each of their five children 
to a good education and fitted 
them for splendid citizenship. Ger- 
trude graduated from Kansas State 
Normal School at Emporia in 
June, 1892. At this time in Kan- 
sas only one girl in every five 
hundred was getting more than 
a high school education 


After graduation, Miss Spiers 
taught for a time in Colorado, 
wien ‘her pioneer blood asserted 
itself and, accompanied by her 
sister, Katherine, also a teacher, 
she went to Alaska. The two 
girls taught at Treadwell, the fam- 
ous mining settlement opposite 
Juneau, then and now a point of 
interest in all Alaskan sight-see- 
ing tours. Here they kept house 
on the second floor of the school 
building, and during the days of 
the gold rush they witnessed many 
exciting scenes. 


Sharing in a measure the feel- 
ing of the gold rush days, it is 
to be expected that they would 
take an active interest in what 
was. going on. The group who fil- 
ed upon and financed the early 
days of the Bessie mine was made 
up of a group of their intimate 
friends. The name “Bessic’’ was 
formed of the initials of the first 
owners, the two “ss” representing 
the two teachers. The mine was 
destined to become quite famous, 
but the original owners were forc- 
ed to sell it for lack of funds to 
operate. They each made a small 
sum from the mine, however, and 
gained much valuable experience. 

Miss Gertrude Spfers went to 
Sitka as a teacher in the school 
there, at which place she met 
Frederick Ellsworth Rader, who 
was in the employ of the United 


States government. Mr. Rader 
was a graduate of the Kansas 
State Agricultural College and | 


was conducting agricultural experi- 
ments at Rampart, way up on the 
Yukon. Mr. Isaac Jones, who at 
that time was accumulating much 
excellent experience in Alaska, 
was the mutual friend who intro- 
duced the couple when all three 
former Kansans chanced to meet 
on Sitka’s “Main Street.” 

Miss Spiers went to Seattle on 
a shopping expedition, and Mr. 
Rader joined her there and they 
were married at the home of a 
friend with whom she was visit- 
ing. This was in the summer of 
1902. Their first home was a 
cabin that had been occupied by 
Mr. Isaac Jones during his Ram- 
part residence. Mr. Jones says 
that he did not build this cabin, 
but found it there upon his arriv- 
al. He admits having added a 
woodshed, which added to the pic- 
turesqueness and comfort of the 
place. 

Having lived so far north it is 
not surprising that California made 
a strong appeal to Mr. and Mrs. 
Rader, or that Mr. Rader should 
resign his work with the govern- 
ment and move to.-Etiwanda to 
try fruit ranching. 

Repeatedly urged to go back by 
Dr. C. C. Georgeson, in charge of 
the agricultural work of Alaska, 
and attempting to make a grape 
ranch pay during the discouraging 
days before the passing of the 
famous amendment, Mr. Rader re- 
luctantly returned to the north in 
the spring of 1917. Mrs. Rader 
joined him a little later at Mata- 
nuska to spend five years more 
in pioneering. 

Wherever she lived Mrs. Rader 
took an active interest in affairs 
and particularly in any movement 
that made for the advancement of 
education and civilization gener- 
ally, She was in-charge of Li- 
brary Extension for Alaska at the 
time when Mr. Rader’s brief ill- 
ness and sudden death terminated 
her work there. 

Since her return to California 
her home has been in Upland and 
her excellent work in the Oppor- 
tunity Room of the Upland school 
is too well known to need com- 
ment, Many a discouraged child 
hag found with her the way to go 
on to success in his work. 

Mrs. Rader was both courageous 
end tactful and found the time 
to help many besides the child 
whose lessons proved too difficult. 
A pleasant acquaintance, a srac- 
ious hostess, a loyal friend, many 
will miss her and mourn her going.

LOCAL GODFATHER 


Following a period after the 
great World War, French children 
were adopted by thousands of 
people willing to take over the 
responsibilities of the expense of 
their upbringing, and many Up- 
land people had several French 
orphans whose lives were bright- 
ened by not only the money sent 
for their material needs, but by 
the sympathy taken in them. 

A. P. Harwood had eight of 
these children whom he took much 
pleasure in taking care of, but one 
by one they either grew old 
enough to be of some help to 
themselves or their mothers re- 
married and found help from their 
own countrymen. Mr. Harwood 
still has one, a little chap of eight 
years of age, who was born bare- 
ly a year before the signing of 
the armistice.
